DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 8, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sawada et al.. 
Sawada et al has annular frame member 31, annular roof panel main seal (see col. 2, line 
36 and col. 3, lines 51-53), and sub-seal 42, with both seals attached to the frame 31 as 
seen in figure 4. 

As to claim 8, Sawada et al. has rear seal at 41 and front seal shown in figure 6, forward 
of element at 41 . The rear seal at 41 is attached to front edge of rear side panel 22 at a 
base part thereof and forms a u-shaped drain channel between the two tubular seal 
portions. The front tubular seal contacts a rear edge of front panel 21 to form a double 
seal. 

As to claim 1 1, see moulding 221 and moulding 211, both of resin. The base part is 
attached to moulding 221 and the front seal contacts moulding 211 when closed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawada 
et aL 

Sawada et aL shows transparent panels. Glass and resin transparent panels are common 
knowledge in this art and obvious to use here to provide interior illumination for both and 
reduce weight for the latter embodiment. 

As to claim 10, Sawada et al. shows solid material with sponge seal walls being also 
common knowledge in this art to enhance resiliency and improve sealing.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by any one 
of Sorensen, Snyder, Hough, or Igel et al.

7. Claims 3-7, 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
